Daylight Saving 
Time returns 
this Sunday

It’s the first sign of spring. 
While it doesn’t seem that long 
ago when we “fell back,” get 
ready to “spring forward” as 
Daylight Saving Time returns at 
2am this coming Sunday, March 
14. If you don’t want to be late 
on Sunday or Monday, don’t for- 
get to set your car, stove, mi- 
crowave, coffee maker, wall, 
alarm (you will find them all 
eventually) clocks ahead one 
hour before going to bed Satur- 
day night. 

Body clocks, aka circadian 
rhythms, are a bit more finicky. 
A rule of thumb noted on the 
webmd website states that is can 
take a day or two to readjust to 
losing that hour of sleep. A 
BMC Biology study found that 
some people never completely 
adjust to the DST time hop. 

Reported effects include an in- 
crease in workplace and traffic 
accidents on the Monday follow- 
ing the time change, and even an 
increase in heart attacks the 
first three weekdays after DST 
Sunday. Exposure to bright 
light after waking, and keeping 
lights off at night has been 
shown to help with readjust- 
ment. Going to bed an hour ear- 
lier isn’t a good idea, as the body 
prefers going to bed and rising at 
the same time each day. 

Daylight Saving Time (DST) 
period extends from the second 
Sunday in March until the first 
Sunday in November, or nearly 
nine months. Prior to the enact- 
ment of the Energy Policy Act of 
2005, DST began on the first Sun- 
day in April and ended on the 
last Sunday in October, so the 
duration was over a month less 
than it is now. 

Daylight Saving Time was an 
idea hatched by Benjamin 
Franklin, who proposed in a 1784 
essay that moving the clock 
ahead an hour each spring 
would save candle wax. How- 
ever, the first Daylight Saving 
Time wasn’t imposed in the 
United States until World War I, 
when it helped to alleviate the 
effects of wartime coal short- 
ages and nightly air raid black- 
outs. Congress reinstated the 
concept from 1942 until 1945 to, 
once again, save energy during 
wartime. Some states continued 
this ritual after World War II, 
and some did not. When Con- 
gress made this seasonal time 
warp official by the passing of 
the Uniform Time Act of 1966, 
only Arizona, Hawaii and parts 
of Indiana decided to opt out. 

Short story is; don’t forget to 
move those clocks ahead one 
hour this coming Saturday night 
or Sunday morning. You will get 
that hour back on November 7 
when Daylight Saving Time 
ends.

The Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS) updated two of 
its epidemic orders, allowing 
for increased capacity limits 
at various venues, larger resi- 
dential and nonresidential 
gatherings and expanded vis- 
itation opportunities at resi- 
dential care facilities. 
Changes are designed to bal- 
ance reopening while con- 
trolling the spread of 
COVID-19 and save Michigan- 
ders’ lives. Although 
progress has been made in 
reduction of hospitalizations, 
it is crucial that Michigan- 
ders continue to mask up and 
socially distance as we re- 
open. 

“As we continue our vac- 
cine rollout and make steady 
progress against the virus, 
we are taking additional in- 
cremental steps to re-engage 
to ensure we are protecting 
our families and frontline 
workers and saving lives,” 
said Gov.

Overall case rates: After 
declining for six weeks, this 
metric is plateauing at 
91.2 cases per million. The 
rate is similar to what we 
were at the beginning of Oc- 
tober. 

Positivity rate: is now at 
3.7% having increased 
slightly from last week 
(3.5%). This metric is similar 
to where we were at the be- 
ginning of October. 

With all residents at skilled 
nursing homes having been 
offered their first dose of 
COVID-19 vaccine and a vast 
majority having had their 
second dose, the Residential 
Care Facilities Order goes 
into effect immediately. The 
order encourages communal 
dining and group activities 
for residents and allows in- 
door and outdoor visitation 
in all counties regardless of 
county risk level. Visitation 
is allowed as long as the facil- 
ity has not had a new COVID- 
19 case in the last 14 days and 
all indoor visitors ages 13 and 
older are subject to rapid 


creased quality of life for res- 
idents. Adult foster care 
homes licensed for 12 or 
fewer residents, hospice facil- 
ities, substance use disorder 
residential facilities and as- 
sisted-living facilities are en- 
couraged to implement 
visitor and staff testing proto- 
cols. 

Visitors will be required to 
wear face masks or other per- 
sonal protective equipment 
when required by the facility 
at all times. In general, visi- 
tors will need to maintain six 
feet from residents. 

“While we continue to have 
virus very present across the 
entire state, our improve- 
ments in case numbers, test 
positivity, and vaccinations 
mean we can move forward 
with reopening in an incre- 
mental way,” said Dr. 
Joneigh Khaldun, MDHHS 
chief medical executive and 
chief deputy for health. “I am 
glad we continue to make 
progress, but that progress is 
fragile. Everyone should con- 
tinue to do important things 
like wearing a mask, washing 
hands, avoiding large gather- 
ings and getting one of the 
three safe and effective vac- 


cines when it becomes avail- 
able to you.” 

Changes to the Gatherings 
and Mask Order go into effect 
Friday, March 5, and remain 
in effect through Monday, 
April 19. 

Capacity changes include: 
Restaurants and bars are 
allowed to be at 50% capacity 
up to 100 people. Tables must 
be six feet apart with no more 

than six people per table. 
There is now an 11 p.m. cur- 
few. 

Indoor non-residential 
gatherings where people in- 
teract across households are 
permitted up to 25 people, al- 
lowing public meetings and 
other small indoor gather- 
ings to resume. 

Outdoor non-residential 
gatherings where people in- 
teract across households are 
permitted up to 300, allowing 
larger outdoor events to re- 
sume. 

Indoor entertainment ven- 
ues are allowed to be at 50% 
capacity, up to 300 people. 

Exercise facilities are al- 
lowed to be at 30% capacity 
with restrictions on distanc- 
ing and mask requirements. 

Retail is allowed to be at 
50% capacity. 

Casinos are allowed to be 
at 30% capacity. 

Indoor stadiums and are- 


nas are allowed have 375 if 
seating capacity is under 
10,000; 750 if seating capacity 
is over 10,000. 

Outdoor entertainment 
and recreational facilities 
may host up to 1,000 patrons. 

Indoor residential gather- 
ings are now limited to 15 
people from three house- 
holds, while outdoor residen- 
tial gatherings can include 
up to 50 people. 


The epidemic order contin- 
ues to temporarily pause 
other venues and activities 
where participants have close 
physical contacts and are not 
consistently masked, like 
water parks. As before, em- 
ployees who work in jobs that 
cannot be performed from 
home can continue to go to 
work, while employees who 
can work from home should 
continue to do so.

State 
routes typically 
carry M, I, or US designa- 
tions. 

In the restricted areas, the 
following will apply: 

- On routes designated as 
"all-season" (designated in 
green and gold on the MDOT 
Truck Operators Map), there 
will be no reduction in legal 
axle weights. 

- On routes designated as 
"seasonal" (designated in 
solid or dashed red on the 
MDOT Truck Operators 
Map), there will be a posted 
weight reduction of 25 per- 
cent for rigid (concrete) pave- 
ments and 35 percent for 
flexible (asphalt) pavements. 

- All extended permits will 
be valid for oversize loads in 
the weight-restricted area on 
the restricted routes. Single- 
trip permits will not be is- 
sued for any overweight 
loads or loads exceeding 14 
feet in width, 11 axles and 150 
feet in overall length on the 
restricted routes.

HOW MUCH INSULATION 
DO | ALREADY HAVE? 


Look into your attic. We start with 
the attic because it is usually easy to 
add insulation to an attic. 

Look into your walls. It is difficult to 
add insulation to existing walls unless: 

You are planning to add new siding 
to your house, or 

You plan to finish unfinished space 
(like a basement or bonus room). 

If so, you need to know whether the 
exterior walls are already insulated or 
not. One method is to use an electrical 
outlet on the wall, but first be sure to 
turn off the power to the outlet. Then 
remove the cover plate and shine a 
flashlight into the crack around the 
outlet box. You should be able to see 


whether or not insulation is in the wall. 


Also, you should check separate outlets 
on the first and second floor, and in old 
and new parts of the house, because 
wall insulation in one wall doesn't nec- 


essarily mean that it's everywhere in 
the house. An alternative to checking 
through electrical outlets is to remove 
and then replace a small section of the 
exterior siding. 

Look under your floors. Look at the 
underside of any floor over an un- 
heated space like a garage, basement, 
or crawlspace. Inspect and measure the 
thickness of any insulation you find 
there. It will most likely be a fiberglass 
batt, so multiply the thickness in 
inches by 3.2 to find out the R-value (or 
the R-value might be visible on a prod- 
uct label). If the insulation is a foam 
board or sprayed-on foam, use any visi- 
ble label information or multiply the 
thickness in inches by 5 to estimate the 
R-value. 

Look at your ductwork. Don't over- 
look another area in your home where 
energy can be saved - the ductwork of

the heating and air conditioning sys- 
tem. If the ducts of your heating or air- 
conditioning system run through 
unheated or uncooled spaces in your 
home, such as attic or crawlspaces, 
then the ducts should be insulated. 
First check the ductwork for air leaks. 
Repair leaking joints first with me- 
chanical fasteners, then seal any re- 
maining leaks with water-soluble 
mastic and embedded fiber glass mesh. 
Never use gray cloth duct tape because 
it degrades, cracks, and loses its bond 
with age. If a joint has to be accessible 
for future maintenance, use pressure- 
or heat-sensitive aluminum foil tape. 
Then wrap the ducts with duct wrap in- 
sulation of R-6 with a vapor retarder 
facing on the outer side. All joints 
where sections of insulation meet 
should have overlapped facings and be 
tightly sealed with fiber glass tape; but 
avoid compressing the insulation, thus 
reducing its thickness and R-value. 

Return air ducts are often located in- 
side the heated portion of the house 
where they don't need to be insulated, 
but they should still be sealed off from 
air passageways that connect to un- 
heated areas. Drywall to ductwork con- 
nections should be inspected because 
they are often poor (or nonexistent) 
and lead to unwanted air flows through 
wall cavities. If the return air ducts are 
located in an unconditioned part of the 
building, they should be insulated. 

Look at your pipes. If water pipes 
run through unheated or uncooled 
spaces in your home, such as attic or 
crawlspaces, then the pipes should be 
insulated.
